More than half a century ago the 
old timers say that part of the coun- 
try which is now known as the clay 
belt of Ontario was bald as the prai- 
ries. This was due, they tell us, to 
the country having been repeatedly 
swept by fierce forest fires. It was 
not long «fter, however, befofe an- 
other growth had sprung up, and the 
country wus again completely cover- 
ed with second growth tamarack, 
spruce, hemleck, birch, and poplar. 
So close together grew these young 
trees that there was no room for them 
Up, up 
they shot in a mad race to keep in 
tne sunlight. Taller and taller they 
grew, devoting ell their strength to 
upward growth, and having but little 
tu spare to add to their circumfer- 
ence. It was a case of the survival of 
the fittest, and millions upon mil- 
lions of these saplings must have per. 
ished through bane outstripped in 
the race and deprived of the heavenly 
light. The result is to-day a forest of 
noies, a thick jungle growth, almost 
limbless, and bearing foliage only on 
their topmost branches. 

There is nothing appalling in the 
task this tall jungle growth presents 
to the axeman, an addition to the 
mallness of these tree trunks, the 
vood is, in most cases, soft (pulp- 
vood), and easily cut into. The chief 
ulvantage of this peculiar growth, 
owever, lies in the fact that although 
the trees are of considerable height, 
‘heir roots scarce penetrate the clay 
below the moss. Consequently it is 
no great task to rid the land of the 
roots after the chopping has been 
done,

ONTARIO'S BIRTHS, MARRIAGES 
AND DEATHS, 


The Hatches, Matches and Despatches | 


| of Province as Issued by the Regis- 

| trar-General Show That Marriages 
Do Not Follow Religious Lines With 
Any Degree of Regularity—June Is 
Still the Wedding Month. 


What the frivolous call “The 
hatches, matches and despatches re- 
| cord,” for the Province of Ontario 
for 1910, which has been compiled 
by the Registrar-General’s Depart- 
ment, and which this year has been 
placed in the printer’s hands some 
months before the usual time, con- 
tains some interesting figures with re. 
gard to the vital statistics of the pro- 
vince, ‘ 

During the year there were 65,871 
births, 24,096 marriages, and 33,539 
deaths, or 24.9, 10.7 and 14 per thou- 
sand of the population res ectively 
for the 47 county municipalities in 
the province, 

Of the 1,626 deaths from affections 
produced by external causes, 91 per- 
sons took their own lives by various 
methods, hanging being the favorite, 
26.3 per cent. of that number select- 
ing that meang of exit-from a weary 
world, Nine-five persons were poison. 
ed accidentally, 43 were burned to 
death, 112 died from burns received, 
8% died from gas poisoning, 266 were 
drowned, 64 accidentally shot,’ 209 
were killed by motor cars, landalidey 
and railways, 13 were frozen to death, 
8 died from the effects of heat, 11 were 
killed by lightning, 18 by electric 
shock, 17 homicides took place, and 
the balance, 646, died from verious 
accidental causes. 

Old age was the cause of the death 
of 3,429 persons, 

March was the favorite month for 
birth, there being 503 in-that month, 
Of the children born throughout the 
ear, 28,664 were males, and 27,207 
emalés. There were 370 pairs of twins, 
364 boys, and 376 girls, Triplets sur. 
fee the happy father in five cases, 

boys and 6 girls. 

June continues to hold:favor with 
the bride, 3,555 of the 24,086 marriages 
being celebrated in the ha y month, 
September and December teh owing in 
the order named, with 2,653, and 2,304 
marriages respectively, % 

There are two periods in’a woman’s 
lite when her friends are vastly inter- 
ested in her age—when she marries 
and when she dics. ; 

The report of the Registrar-Gener- 
al for 1910 for the srovince goes rath- 
er deeply into son.e of these figures, 
and while all the secrets are not 
disclosed, yet there is some interesting 
information in its es, With re- 
gard to the age at which persons mar. 
y it is of interest to learn, so far as 
ntario is concerned, thut men do not 
marry at a later date than women, 
although it is popularly thought other- 
wise, to any great extent. Last year 
6,166 grooms, or about one-third of 
the total number, married between the 
ages of 20 and 24, while 47 per cent., 
or nearly one-half, the women who en. 
tered into the bonds of matrimon 
were between those ages. Wiith bo’ 
sexes the next greatest number mhr- 
ried between the ages of 25 and 29, 
and then comes 30 and 34 for the 
| grooms and 15 and 19 for the brides. 

Under the age of 20, 453 men were 
married, one taking a bride who is in 
the 30 to 34 class, one selecting a 
lady who comes in the 35 to 39 group. 

Fifteen women between the ages of 
15 and 19 married men between 40 
and 44, two become brides of men be- 
tween 45 and 49, one married a man 
of over 55, and one a man over 60. 
Three women between 20 and #4 mar- 
tied men over 55, two men over 60, 
and one a man over 70, as did also 
one lady of between 25 and 29,

ed marriages is holding a certain 
amount of public attention, butimany 
of the g people who discuss the 
matter of persons of different faiths 
marrying will be surprised to learn tu 
what extent such .narriages ang con- 
tracted in the Province of Ontagio. 

From the mass of figures largely 
composing the annual report af the 
Registrar-General of the province for 
the year which came to an end on 
the Slat of December last, and which 
owing to the number of complicated 
tables which have had to be prepar: 
ed, will occupy the attention of the 
Government printers for many weeks 
yet, it appears that in one year alone 
eople of differing denominations in- 
er-married to an astonishing extent. 
Methodist maried Roman Cathofics, 
Jews married Gentiles, while in many 
cases May wedded December, 

Out of a total of 7,351 Roman Catho. 
lica no less than 1,509 married out of 
their denomination. There were 665 
Catholic grooms who married non- 
Catholic Prides, and 844 professed 
Catholic girls who became the brides 
of non-Catholic grooms, Of {hese 
marriages the large number were! be- 
tween Catholics and Anglicans, then 
came Presbyterians, Baptists and 
Lutherans in order, but rather strange- 
ly no marriage between a Roman 
Catholic and a member of the Bal- 
vation Army ia recorded, while two 
Roman Catholic men married Jew- 
esses, and five Roman Catholic ladies 
threw in their fate with as many 
Jews. 

In addition to this two Jews mar- 
ried Anglicans, two Presbyterians, 6 
Methodists, two Baptists, one a Con- 
gregationalist, and four persons who 
are described as being of no denomiga- 
tion. The Jewess ladies did not show 
such a variety of taste, but did ex- 
hibit a strong Anglican leaning, for 
of the seven who married out of their 
faith, five marrizd Anglicans, and two 
Roman Catholic husbands,

One realized within a few minutes 

foot on board the Medina, 

the floating palace, in which Their 


| Majesties sailed for India, that no ef-

fort was spared to make the vessel } 


as comfortable as a modern palace. 

It was fortunate that the vessel was 
not neatly completed when the P. & 
QO. Company agreed that she should 
become H.M.8. Medina for the pur- 
pose of the King’s voyage to India. 
As a consequence, the necessary 
transformation of the vesse] has been 
@ comparatively simple matter. Cer. 
tainly no great structural alterations 
were required, 

The principal decks are the boat- 
deck, the hurricane deck, the spar 
deck, and the main deck. It is the 
spar deck which chiefly attracts the 
visitor, for here, in the fore part of 
the ship are the royal apartments, 
The King’s suite of rooms are situated 
on the port side, and the Queen’s on 
the starboard side. Each consists of 
& sitting-room, bedroom, dressing- 
toom, and bath-room. 

A blue Wilton carpet, of trellis-work 
esign, was laid in each of the King’s 
tooms. The sitting-room is furnished 
with a magnificent desk of inlaid ma- 
ho any (from the Victoria and Albert) 
a fairly large bookcase, and a num. 
ber of easy chairs upholstered in blue 
morocco, On the writing desk there ig 
a@ miniature keyboard, by means of 
which the King is able to ring for his 
private secretary, the admiral, equer- 
ty, valet, or attendant, 

Leading out of this room is the 
King’s bedroom. His Majesty will 
sleep in a white enamelled swing bed, 
which can be made stationary at will. 
There are two wardrobes and a chest 
of drawers — all of inland satinwood. 
The furniture in the dressing-room 
adjoining is of a similar kind. The 
ath-room is most elaborately equip- 


ped. 
A light green Wilton carpet, of 
similar design to that used in the 
King’s apartments, was laid through- 
out the Queen’s suite of rooms. The 
furniture in Her Majesty's boudoir 
is of inlaid satinwood—as, indeed, in 
all her rooms—tastefully upholstered 
with green and cream silk brocade, 
In one corner of the room there is 4 
handsome writing desk, 
The bedstead is silver-plated, and 
bears at the foot a representation of 
the crown. The wardrobe is faced 
with two large oval mirro¢s, and there 
are two chests of drawers. The dress- 
{ng-room is equipped with a swing 
bed, similar in design to. the King’s. 
Close to the royal apartments is 
the dining saloon, which extends the 
whole width of the deck. It is panel- 
led in light oak—upon which are dis. 
played the King’s monogram and 
crown—while over the rich Wilton 
carpet of royal blue are scattered 
Persian rugs. Immediately overhead 
is the music room—a superb apart- 
ment, It has a great glass dome, be- 
neath which are four painted panels 
Bipreeeatina Dawn, Night, Sea, and 


y. 
Amidships on the starboard side, 
are the King and Queen's rough- 
weather apartments. They are similar 
in arrangement to their other rooms 
in the fore part of the ship, but they 
occupy considerably less space. 
Astern, on the hurricane deck, is the 
King’s smoking room, carpeted in the 
same style as the Quite saloon, and 
provided with comfortable recesses for 
card yames, 

It 1s stated that the King and 
Queen personally supervised all the 
detailg in connection with their own 
apartn-ents and those of their suite. 
The work was entrusted to Messrs. 
Waring and Gillow, Ltd., and there 
can be no doubt that it has been ad 
mirabl, carried out.

STORY OF GREEN ISLE AS TOLD 
IN HER GRAVES, 


Beautiful Glasnevin Cemetery In Dub. 
lin Where Repose the Remains of 
Her Immortal Patriots — Restless 
Spirits, Broken Hearts and Martyrs 
to an Idea Lie Under the Moss- 
Grown Stones. 


Much of the checkered history of 
Treland during the 19th century is au . 
gested by the political mieWionale 
which plentifully rise amid the calm 
sylvan beauty of pleasant Glasnevin, 
Dublin, This peaceful abode of seren. 
ity, with its rare natural attractions 
revealing themselves radually 
through the fairy-like haze ot a kind. 
y Irish Spring or summer day 
the songbirds in tune in every seclud- 
ed grove, is a worthy resting place 
for Ireland’s-honored dead, The prin. 
cipal standard bearers of her cause, 
the leaders in her long and sometimes 
almost despairing fight for national 
unity, here, on the bosom of their 
beloved “Kathleen ni Houlihan,” find 
Test and blessed balm for their pa- 
tient sufferings, their troubled lives, 
their ruined ambitions and their wast. 
ed hopes, and often enough their brok.- 
en_hearts, 

The splendid pillar tower, beneath 
which is the crypt where sleeps the 
Breat “Liberator,” Daniel O'Connell, 
Tises high above the surrounding 
monuments, impr ‘ssing the mind with 
& sense of eppropriateness and of 
worthy tribute to Ireland's greatest 
son. No monument rises to mark the 
, through darkness 
and despair and the nahes of a glor- 
ious career, found Peace and rest, but 
the lonely impressiveness of the large 
expanse of grassy mound which marks 
the grave of the dead leader leaves 
an indelible mark on the memory. 

Close to the crypt of O'Connell lies 
one of his most steadfast supporters 
before the advent of the Young Ire- 
land party, Sir Charles Gavan uffy. 
Living alternately between Italy and 
London his sole thought was Ireland 
and any project for assisting her causa 
Was sure to find in him a zealous sup- 
porter in time and money. His his- 
tory of the Young Ireland movement 
is the chief authority on the methods 
and aims of the men of '48, 

Every political movement in Ireland 
has had its bard—sometimes even a 
definite school of poetry, as in the ’43 
movement — to sing its aspirations in 
thrilling verse out of hearts overflow- 
ing with love of country and devo- 
tion to her cause. Ina prominent part 
of the cemetery rests John Kee an 
Casey, the son of-a peasant, who, 
working in Dublin as a clerk, was at- 
tracted. to the Fenian movement, be- 
came one of its active members, and 
sang its political desires and hopes of 
freedom in defiant and stirring bal- 
lads of simple language, which Teach- 
ed and roused the hearts of the people 
where more ornate and polished verse 
would have failed, The movement 
failed chiefly through the procrastina. 
tion and wavering hesitation of James 
Stephens, its chief organizer, but it 


and 


| owed a great deal of its strength to 


the author of “The Rising of the 
Moon,” “and many soul-stirring bal- 
lads and songs,” to quote the inscrip- 
tion on the beautiful Celtic crosa 
erected over his grave by the Youn 
Freland Society. He was a Politica! 
risoner in 1867 and died in 1870 be- 
ore he had reached the age of 24. 
“His last words were a prayer of in- 
tercession for his country’s liberty 
and his soul's salvation.” 

Ireland owes much to her songsters 
and it is fitting that the greatest of 
her poets, the unhappy James Clar- 
ence Mangan, should find his last 
testing place in the midst of her hon- 
ored dead. Mangan inevitably sug- 
ests a close parallel with Edgar Al- 
an Poe in the melancholy gloom 
which overshadowed their lives, in 
the regrettable tendency to seek obliv- 
ion by drowning the:r senses and 
their genius in strong drink, in the 
fatal similarity of their end, but, 
above all, in the haunting rhythm 
and nameless charm which distinguish 
the immortal verse of both. Mangan 
died of cholyra in a public hospital 
In Dublin at the age of 46, and would 
have filled a paup:r's grave had not 
one of the noted Plunkett family plac- 
ed his burial place at the disposal of 
the authorities. 

And what thrilling memories are 
evoked as we stand hy the grave of 
heroic Anne Devlin—“The faithful 
servant of Robert Emmet,” so the sim- 
pe epitaph reads, Housekeeper for 
“mmet during the dangerous time 
when his insurrectionary plot was 
hatching, she was arrested after the 
flasco of July 23, 1803, tortured and 
trightfully maltreated by the brutal 
yeowianty who prodded her with their 
ayonets in the arms and shoulders 
until she was covered with blood, and 
afterwards half hanged her on the 
shafts of a car converted into a gul- 
lows, This young woman of barely 96 
neither then nor afterwards during 
the long years of cruel imprisonment 
allowed an incriminating~word ,of Em. 
met and his associates to escape her 
ips. In her later life this noble ex: 
ample of heroic womanhood was a 
common washerwoman, living in a 
miserable hovel, unnoticed and un. 
Rnewa, ang as her epitaph reads she 

ived in obscurity and poverty an 
died’ jn Jest, 7 7 Poverty and 40 
The fine cross of Celtic design over 
the untenanted grave of the ‘Man. 
chester martyrs,” Allen, Larkin and 
O'Brien, with its simple inscription 
giving the names and stating that 
they were “hanged at Manchester and 
buried there in the jail November 23, 
1867," gives convincing proof that the 
people were ready if properly led to 
fight desnerately for their independ. 
ence. Whatever may have been the 
merits of the crown case at their trial, 
It appears certain that several peti- 
tions of English origin, and influen- 
tially signed, were addressed to the 
Government praying for a reprieve 
and that Mrs. Annie Besant, the fam. 
ous theosophist, publicly protested in 
the court against the unfairness of 
the trial. Thelr joint prayer, after 
the dread sentence: of death had been 
pronouticed, “God save Ireland,” waa 
the inspiration of one of T. D. Sullie 
van's most stirring ballads,

BRITAIN AND GERMANY | 


SIR EDWARD GREY MAKES A 
FORCIBLE SPEECH 


In the House of Commons the For. 
eign Secretary Makes a Complete 
Statement of Negotiations 
the German Ambassador—He Un. 
flinchingly Upheld the Attitude 
Taken by the British Government. 


London.—That relations between 
France, Germany and Britain are still 
“serious and delicate,’’ was admitted 


in the House of Commons by Foreign 


Secretary Grey in making the long! 


heralded speech regarding the Moroc- 
can situation, 

The foreign secretary reviewed the 
whole Moroccan episode from the 
sudden appearance of the German 
gunboat Panther in the port of Aga- 
dir, in Southern Morocco up to tne 
signing of the Franco-German treaty. 

He untlinchingly upheld the  atti- 
tude tuken by the British government, 
but at the same time declared that ‘its 
action was never antagonistic to Ger- 
many or to any settlement she was 
able to urrange with France, and 
which did not threaten the rights of 
Great Britain. Sir Edward Grey made 
no secret of the fact that the situation 
had at one time been very tense, but 
thought his statements would prove 
a sedative to a world which had been 
indulging in a fit of political aleo- 
holism and that the time had arrived 
for it to get and to keep cool and 
sober, 

At the outset Sir Edward told the 
House that Herr Von Kiderlen-Waech. 
ter’s disclosuge of the conversations 
which had taken place between the 
German ambassador and himself had 
taken him by surprise. In diplomatic 
procedure it was most unusual ° to 
make public any such conversations 
without consulting the other party, 
and knew nothing whatever of Herr 
Von__ Kiderlen-Waechter’s intention 
until he read the published account. 

He did not make any complaint, 
however, as he understood the ex- 
igencies of the situation in Germany 
precluded any such consultation. 

Herr Von Kiderlen-Waechter’s state. 
ment was not complete so that he (Sir 
Edward Grey) was under no necessity 
of putting the part taken by the Brit- 
ish foreign office before the House of 
Commons in a fuller manner. 

The communication made to the 
British foreign office by the German 
ambassador, Count Paul Molff-Met- 
ternich on July 1 in regard to the de- 
spatch of the German gunboat Panth- 
er to Agadir, in southern Morocco, 
and the ambassador’s explanation in 
regard to that matter, continued Sir 
Edward Grey, made it clear that Ger- 
many regarded a return to the status 
quo in Morocco as impossible, and 
that Germany's real object was a de- 
finite solution of the whole Moroccan 
question, 

On July 3, Sir Edward Grey inform. 
ed the German ambassador that the 
situation created by the despatch of 
the Panther to Agadir was so serious 
and important that it must be dis- 
cussed at a cabinet council, and on 
July 4 he told Count Metternich that 
Great Britain was not able to take up 
a disinterested attitude concerning 
Morocco, nor to recognize any new 
arrangement come to without her con- 
sent, 

A silence followed, and the next con- 
versation between Sir Edward Grey 
and Count Wolff-Metternich 
place on July 21, when the British 
foreign secretary told*the German am. 
bassador that the British government 
adhered to his statement made on 
July 4. Sir Edward Grey and Count 
Wolff-Matternich on that occasion 
that the British govenment knew that 


a rectification of the Congo frontier | 
was proposed as the basis of a setle-} 


ment between Germany and France, 
and said he thought the matter might 


be arranged on such a basis without | 


affecting British interests, 
“We shall be very glad if this hap- 
ens, and in that hope that it would 


happen, we have hitherto stood on 
one side,’’ Sir Edward Grey. said to 
ambassador and continued, “‘but I 


had been made anxious by the news 
regarding the demands which the Ger. 


inan government had made from the! 


French government, which in effect 
meant a cession of the French Congo, 
and which it was obviously impossible 
for the French’ government to con- 
cede. I pointed out that the Ger- 
mans were in the closed port of 


Agadir, that they were landing and! 


negotiating with the tribes and for all 
we knew might be acquiring con- 
cessions. It might also be that the 
German flag had been hoisted at 
Agadir, which is the most suitable 
port on that coast for a naval base,” 

Sir Edward Grey. pointed out to 
Count Wolf-Metternitch that in the 


event of the negotiations with France i 


failing Great Britain would be obliged 
to take some step in order to protect 
British interests, 

The German ambassador was not in 
a position to impart any information | 
to the British foreign office, but he 
depreciated the assumption of possible | 
damage to British interests and said 
he was sure that his government had 
no intention of acquiring commercial 
monopolies . 


Hundreds of Tons of Frozen Potatoes

TELLS HOW IT WAS DONE 


J. E, Maynard Describes. His Method 
of Raising Prize Winning 
Wheat 


Among the guests of honor at the 

banquet to Seager Wheeler, who won 
the first prize of $1,000, was J. E. 
Maynard, of Deloraine, Man., winner 
of thie third prize for the best sample 
of hard red wheat at the recent land 
show in Madison Square garden, New 
York city. Mr. Maynard was one of 
the early settlers in the province of 
Manitoba, having gone there and tak- 
en up a squatter’s claim before the 
Dominion government survey was 
jcompleted. 
“T have been growing that same 
}seed for 14 years now,’ declared Mr. 
Maynard, and I believe the secret of 
my success is that I have been exceed. 
ingly careful about selecting my seed 
‘and I believe*that this is the most im- 
portant of all things in the growing ‘of 
good grain.’ 

Fourteen years ago a man named 
Harkney brought a carload of Red 
}Fyfe seed wheat into Manitoba from 
}Minneapolis. Mr. Maynard bought 
some of this and has been reseeding 


jfrom it each year for 14 years, and 
during that time he has captured 
| $2,300 worth of prizes, besides four 


jsilver trophies and four sweepstakes, 
jtwo at Winnipeg and two at Brandon. 
“You had better say that it was on 
;my son’s farm that the prize grain was 
grown,” declared Mr, Maynard, who 
{celebrated his 80th birthday last year. 
}You ought to give my son, Thomas 
Maynard, the credit, for he does all 
|the work and grows all the grain 
now.” 

“A farmer should always keep a 
good supply of seed on hand, so that 
when a bad season comes and the 
season is poor he will always have 
good seed to plant for the next year,” 
he said. “I have planted the very 
best I could get always and whenever 
our grain was particularly good I put 
aside sufficient to last for a number of 
years if necessary.” 

The process of agriculture employed 
on the Maynard farm is not unusual. 
The seed was sown three inches deep 
by a press drill. When it had come 
above the ground a harrow was pass- 
ed over the field once and then, with 
good weather conditions, Mr. Maynard 
jalways had a good harvest, so he de- 
| clares, 

Never has he sown wheat on a piece 
of land oftener than once every three 
years. After a crop of wheat he grows 
onts or other grain, and then summer 
fallows one season.

Los Angeles.—James B, McNamara, 
through counsel, pleaded guilty to the 
murder of Charles J, Haggerty, a ma- 
'chinist killed in the explosion which 
wrecked The Times, October 1, 1910. 
McNamarg, with his brother John J., 
were jointly indicted for the murder 
of 19 of the 21 Times victims. Just be- 
fore the time of the reconvening of the 
court, a big “crowd surged into the 
chamber, Almost the entire staff of 
the district attorney’s office came to 
the court room. The enclosure where 
the attorneys were seated was also 
crowded, with their friends, it being 
evident that a big sensation was ex-

CATTLE ARE IN FINE CONDITION 


Stood the Cold Weather Very Well 
and Prices are Better 
Than Ever 


Calgary.—The cattle of Southern Al- 
berta are in splendid condition, al- 
though the recent cold weather has 
somewhat reduced them in flesh, said 
W. R. Hull, who returned recently} 
from a visit to his ranch, where he 
superintended the shipment of 1,000 
head of beef cattle. “I found,” said 
Mr. Hull, “a considerable falling off 
in the weight of the cattle from our 
first shipments owing to the storm. 
Feed is plentiful, but with beef cattle 
that are ready for shipment the cold 
weather makes a considerable differ- 
ence in their ‘weight.” Prices, he 
said, are better than in any former 
year, and owing to he splendid grass 
they are in a much better candition. 

Hull and Co. have a lease on the 
old Waldron ranch between the Pore- 
jupine and Livingstone ranges, where 
they are ranging their stock in winter, 
and also on the Oxley ranch. ‘There 
appears to be a great scarcity, of breed- 
ing stock throughout the country,” 
said Mr. Hull, “and unless some more 
attention is paid to this department 
of stock-raising, I anticipate that beef 
will be very scarce in Alberta in the 
near future.”

Bombay, India.—The steamship Me. 
dina with King George and Queen 
Mary and other royal passengers arriv. 
ed on Friday. The Medina was salut- 
ed by warships and by the shore bat- 
teries. When the King and Queen 
came ashore, they were cheered by a 
vast crowd in multi-colored apparel 
and in the course of their drive about 
the city in the afternoon were greeted 
enthusiastically everywhere. After the 
viceroy, the governor and local gov- 
ernment dignitaries aboard the ship 
had congratulated King George, In- 


dia’s emperor and Queen Mary, land.f 


ed at a graceful white and gilt dome 
in the pavilion of Saracenic pillars, 
decorated with the lotus and the star 
of India. 

There they received the governmen. 
tal officers and gorgeously clad Indian 
chiefs. The sovereigns were seated 
on golden thrones of white silk, upon 
which was emblazoned the cross of St. 
George. 

The white bearded native priest of 
the municipality presented the official 
welcome. 

The arrival of the sovereigns coin- 
cides with the great Mohammedan 
festival of Bakrid. Everybody was in 
new clothes of the gayest hues\and the 
Street scenes presented wonder’ul har- 
monies and contrasts of color, Reply- 
ing to the address of welcome the em- 
peror said he rejoiced at the o por- 
tunity for visiting egain one of the 
jewels of the British crown. THe was 
grateful that the threatened scurcity 
of food in India had been di-ne!led.

House. 


Since some English M.P.’s announe. 
ed their intention of giving away their 
salary of $2,000 a year every Member

| with begging letters from people wh»

whole of his salary. 

A Nottingham warehouseman wrote 
to no fewer than eighty members of 
Parliament, including Mr. Lionel 
| Rothschild, Mr. Bualfour, Mr. Austeu 
|Chumberlain, and Mr. Chaplin, asking 
j for ten shillings out of the salary of 
each on the plea that he wanted to 
; buy books to improve his education 
ee qualify himself for a better posi- 
tion. 

He may or may not have wanted to 
do so, but it soon became evident from 
sors of the replies he received that 
a large number of other people had 
applied for some share of any salarivs 
that were going begging for exactly 
the same purpose. 

Six M.P.’s wrote to this warehouse. 
man to say that wey, had received 
three thousand precisely similar appli- 
cations as his, and had no means of 
deciding upon the merits or demerits 
of each case, 

Several members of Parliament have 
had printed forms of refusal prepared 
to send out to applicants for a share of 
their salary, and some members sent 
out over a hundred thousand of these 
documents, 

Some of the applications for a share 
in the salary received by different 
members of Parliament were of a moat 
extraordinary character, 

A man wrote to Mr. Walter Long, 
for example, asking for $25 in order 
that he might “thoroughly enjoy him: 
self just for a few hours before he lett 
a life of which he Was utterly tired. 
Another individual wrote to a member 
from an address somewhere in tha 
West Find of London asking for $125 
to buy explosives in order that he 
might “effectively clear away one blot 
of sluin at any rate.’’ This man was 
a worker 1n a mission, and apparently 
wrote the letter in perfeamly good 
faith. =“ ‘ 

There was som*thing pathetically 
funny in the letter of the man who 
wrote to ask Lord Ronaldshay—among 
others ~for a five-pound note in order 
“that ne might have the handling of 
a sum of money which he once 
thought enough to constitute a deceut 
tip to a waiter,” : 

A number of letters received by dif- 
ferent members of Parliament begging 
for part of their salary were couched 
in precisely the same language, and 
it was perfectly evident that many 
people wrote exactly the sume letter 


te a large- number of members, 
though sometimes under different 
names. 


A very large number of the begging 
letter writers wrote on behalf of char- 
itabie institutions which in many 1n- 
stances had no existence, 

One member of Parliament informed 
the writer that in one weck he receiv- 
ed seventeen thousand such applica. 
tions for part of his salary, and in 
some instances for the whole of it. 

Here are some of the “charitable in- 
stitutions” for which these persons 
wanted money:."'A New Suciety for 

Supplying Boots and Stockings to the 
| Poor,” Phe Institution for Relief of 
Swindled Persons,” ‘‘Society for 
‘leaching Children Obedience.” 


The Oldest Soldier. 

The oldest soldier in the British 
army is Samuel Parsone, the King’s 
' gunner at Windsor Custle, who recente 
y celebrated the fifty-second anniver- 
sary of his appointment az the Royal 
Gunner in the Round Tower of Wind- 
sor Castle. Although nearly 87 years 
| of age, he is still on the active list, 
and has drawn full military oe for 
65 years, Parsons still retains all his 
faculties, his sight being very good, 
and he enjoys good health. e was 
born at Morval, East Loo; Cornwall, 
in 1825, and at the age of 19 years 
joined the Royal Artillery at Devon- 
port. He was at Quebec with hia 
regiment for six years, and after three 
yeurs’ home service was Syapalched 
to the Crimea. After being laid up 
for a time with fever, Pursons re 
turned to the sea of war the day before 
the charge of Balaklava, although he 
did not take part in that memorable 
charge, but was present at the battle 
of Inkerman, After the Crimea he 
went to Woolwich, and was appointed 
Royal Gunner at Windsor Custle ou 
October 17, 1859. Parsons possesses 
six medals, including the Crimean 
medal, with bars for Sevastopol, Ink- 
erman, and Balaklava, the Turkish 
medal, the long service medal, Queen 
Victoria’s jubilee medal, with a bar 
for the Diamond Jubilee, King Ed- 
ward’s coronation medal, and King 
| George's coronation medal. 


Artificial Wood. 


Mr. Louis Carre, in England, has 
invented a process for the artificial 
production of wood from straw or 
dried grass. It is proposed to uze 
the wood only in the manufacture of 
matches, for which purpose, it is said 
to be cheaper than natural wood, The 
straw is pressed through crushin, 
tolls and then through cylindrica 
cutters, which divided it into strips. 
Afterward, sujeplied with an adhesive, 
the stripe, enclosed on top and bot 
tom with layers of paper, ure pressed 
between other rolls, and through 
linked molds in the form of a chain, 
where they are subjected to pressure 
and heat, from which they issue io 
{the form of round splints, which are 
‘then cut into the proper length for 
matches,

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THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Text of the Lesson, Neh. vi, 1-12, 
Merry Verse, ||—Golden Text, 
Pe..xxvii, |—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


Chapter v tells of a great wrong 
among the Jews themselves, for some 
were holding mortgages on the lands 
und houses of their poorer brethren 
and lending money at a high rate, 
while for twelve years Nehemiah as 
governor had refused to be charge- 
able to the people or to take any 
thing from them. On the contrary, he 
fed at his own table 150 Jews end 
rulers besides those who came from 
the nations about them, and all this 
at his own expense. 

Chapter vi is a record of his enemies 
from without who earnestly sought to 
do him personal harm. First they 
thought to do him mischief by enticing 


jhim to meet them in one of the vil- 


lages in the plain of Ono. It is ever 
true that the wicked plotteth against 
the just, watcheth the righteous and 
seeketh to slay him (Ps, xxxvii, 12, 
But the Lord shall laugh at 
him, for He sceth that his day is com- 
ing. Every child of God must expect 
to be hated by the world and to suffer 
tribulation and persecution (John xv, 
18-20; xvi, 83; II Tim iii, 12), and it 
should be accepted as a gift from God 
and a special privilege (Phil. i, 29; I 
Pet, iv, 12, 13), 

Nehemiah’s reply to the first temp- 
tation, in verse 3, is worthy of imitu- 
tion by all earnest Christian workers 
who ure asked to turn aside from that 
to which God has called them: “1 am 
doing a great work, so that I cannot 
come down. Why should the work 
cease while 1 leave it and come down 
to your” It is always a wrong kind 
of coming down to leave any work 
directly tor God, which He has in- 
trusted to us, to confer with world- 
lings or even to attend some kinds of 
committee meetings or so called min- 
isters’ meetings which do not profit. 
All coming down from any form of 
pride or self is always right and prof- 
itable, for our highest place is lying 
low at our Redeemer's feet, and tue 
Lord alone must be exalted, and with 
Him alone must we be occupied. 

Four times they tried in a similar 
way to entice Him, but he was en 
abled to resist them every time (verse 
4). An old lady who Vendeavored to 
find something good i every one and 
everything was once asked if she ever 
saw anything good in the devil. She 
thoughtfully replied, ‘Well, he is very 
persistent.” These enemies of Nehe- 
miah were evidently in his employ. As 
to Nehemiah, he was steadfast, un- 
movable, abounding in the work of the 
Lord, knowing that his labor was not 
in vain in the Lord (I Cor. xv, 58). 

The fifth temptation was in the form 
of an open letter by Sanballat’s sery- 
ant, in which was written a report that 
Nehemiah and the Jews thought to 
rebel and make Nehemiah king, and 
therefore they had built the wail and 
appointed prophets to preach that h: 
was king in Jerusalem. Because these 


| things would be reported to the king 
{at Babylon he was invited to meet 


these friends (?) and take counsel to- 
gether about the matter, for of course 
it would grieve them to see such a 
good man us Nehemiah in any trou- 
ble. ‘The lie factory, under the super- 
intendance of the father of lics, nus 
been at work ever since the business 
sturted in den so long ago, and every 
child of Gou must expect to have some 
turned out for his special benetit. 

‘tneir object at tnis time was to 
make Neheunah and the people atraid 
or being reported ta the king and thus 
to weaken tneir-hands. But Nehemiah 
had no guilt on his conscience in tms 
matter und nothing to fear. He re- 
turned unswer, ““‘Anere are no such 
things done as thou suyest, but thou 
feignest them out of thine own heart” 
(verses 8, 9). So he trusted God to 
nis hands, Adam was 
turuid and tried to hide from God 
yGen, iii, 10), but he was guilty. God 
does not give His people a spirit of 
feur (141 ‘tim. i, 7), and our Golden 
4ext snould be the bold utterance of 
every believer. Even worse than these 
enemies of Nehemiah were the false 
prophets in the days of Jeremiah, 
who in the name of the Lord were 
prophets of the deceit of their own 
heart, speaking a vision of their own 
heart, causing the people to err by 
their lies and by their lightness (Jer. 
xxiii, 16, 26, 82), What shall be said 
of the false teachers of today who 
with all the increased light of the New 
Testament speak lies out of their own 
heart in the name of the Lord? What. 
pues is not according to Scripture is 
a he, 

The next step of the enemy was to 
entice Nehemiah to meet them in the 
house of God and shut the doors of the 
temple lest he should be slain (verse 
10). But Nehemiah perceived that 
this messenger was hired by Tobiah 
and Sanballat to make him afraid, so 
that they might have matter for an 
evil report againt ‘him. Nehemiah’'s 
reply is again brave and full of con- 
alaton in God: “Should such a man 
as I flee? And who is here that, being 
as I am, would go into the temple to 
save his life? 1 will not go in” (verse 
11), So he handed Tobiah and San- 
ballat_ and the Prophetess Noadiah 
and all the rest of his enemies over to 
God (verse 14). See in verses 17-19 
how many of the nobles in Judah were 
in league with Tobiah, hypocrites and 
busybodies.

MEMBERS’ PASSES, 
Ride Free 


on Railways. : 


Members of Parliament in Canada 
travel free of cost on the railways of 
the Deminion, and the words “mem: 
bers of Parliament’ include both 
Senators and members of the House 
of Commons; but there is this im 
portant difference—while Senators are 
given their certificates of transporta- 
tion upon their appointment, and re- 
tain them for life, or as long as they 
are mentally and peculiarly qualified, 
the members of the House of Com. 
mons have to yield up their certifi. 
cates the day they are defeated at the 
polling booths, or as soon thereafter 
as their conscience permits. . This 
aA 5 is secured to the legislators 

y an amendment made to the Rauil- 
way Act in 1903, when it was provided 
that «ll companies in receipt of sub- 
sidies from the Dominion shal] furnish 
free transportation on any of their 
trains to members of the Senate and 
House of Commons with their bag- 
gage. 

The working out of this arrange. 
ment is quite interesting. The certi- 
ficates which are issued ty the Clerks 
of the two Houses of Parliament are 
usually for a calendar year, but in a 
year such as this, when there is a 
general election and a complete over- 
hauling of the personnel of the House 
of Commons, there has to be a recall- 
ing of the certificates issued to those 
who are defeated und the issuance of 
new certificates to their successors. 
As the result of the general telections, 
which took place in Canada on Sep 
tember 21 last, thera are 82 men ‘Who 
were not in the last House, and who 
had to be provided for in the matter 
of railway passes. 

Accordingly, just as soon as the re- 
sult of the elections was made defi- 
nite, the Clerk of the House of Com- 
mons, through H. P. Macdonell, clerk 
of transportation, sent out notifica- 
tions to the defeated members asking 
them to return their passes, and to 
the credit of Canadian legislators it 
must be said that less than half o 
dozen of them had to b2 written to a 
second time, although the majority of 
them understood that the passes were 
good for the balance of the calendar 
year, and did not realize that their 
defeat at the polls carried with it the 
loss of their privilege of free~travel. 
As each canceled pass was returned. 
it was replaced by another in the 
name of the successful candidate, and 
the railway companies were notified 
that certificate Nu. 0120, for instance 
had been replaced by certificute No. 
0230. The resuit is that if any defeut- 
ed member of Pariiament attempts to 
travel upon his pass after the com- 
pany has been notified, the conductor 
takes: the pass and compels the ex- 
legislator to pay his fare like any or- 
dinary individual. 

Previous to the passage ‘ol the free 


| pass law, the members of both Houses 


were given an allowance of ten cents 
a mile from their homes to the capital 
and back again, and as most of them 
traveled upon passes anyway this 
amounted to a substantial addition to 
| their indemnity. But now they are 
not altogether bereft of financial con- 
solation. Those who reside within a 
Circle of 400 miles from Ottawa get 
their actnai out-of-pocket expenses, 
such as hotel bills; meals on cars, 
ete,, once each way during the se3 
sion, but those who came from farther 
afield receive an allowance of $15 a 
day both ways, which in the case of 
men from the Maritime Provinces or 
the Western Provinces reaches quits 
a nice total, averaging about $159,
